U.S.  EXPORTS  OF  LIVESTOCK 

AND  MEAT  PRODUCTS  TO  ALL  COUTTrRIES, 

THE  EEC,  AND  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM,  I966 

All  countries 


The  export  value  of  all  U.S.  shipments  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products 
during  I966  totaled  $i+82  million,  up  3  percent  from  I965,  but  was  still 
slightly  below  the  1964  high  of  $1468  million.    The  increase  in  I966  over 
1965  was  due  to  record  shipments  of  vairiety  meats,  hides  and  skins;  and 
larger  exports  of  mohair  and  casings. 

Hide  and  skin  exports  set  a  new  high  of  $155  million — up  h.k  percent  from  the 

1965  figure  of  $108  million.  Exports  of  variety  meats  also  rose  to  a  new 
i    high  of  $58.5  million.    However,  exports  of  tallow  and  greases,  valued  at 

$168  million,  showed  a  drop  of  lU  percent  from  1965.    Also,  the  value  of 
^    Isird  exports  was  down  one -third  from  the  previous  year. 

European  Coifflnon  Meirket  (EEC) 

The  most  important  export  market  for  U.S.  livestock  and  meat  products  in 

1966  was  the  EEC — West  Germany,  France,  the  Netherlands,  Itedy,  Belgium  and 
k    Luxemboixrg.    Shipments  to  these  six  countries  during  I966  totaled  $106  mil- 
lion, exceeded  only  "by  the  196U  high  of  $ll6  million.    This  area  is  a  major 
e3q)ort  market  for  U.S.  animal  byproducts.    In  I966,  it  took  60  percent  of 
the  variety  meat  exports — livers,  hearts,  tongues,  sweetbreads,  etc.  The 
export  value  of  these  variety  meats  shipped  to  the  EEC  during  I966  totaled 
$35.1  million,  up  2  percent  from  19^5  and  was  more  than  double  the  1961 
figiire  of  $16.1+  million.    Fratnce  was  the  most  importeint  market  in  I966, 
testing  about  half  the  vairiety  meats  shipped  to  the  EEC. 


Tallow  exports  to  the  EEC  in  1966  were  valued  at  $35.6  million,  down  7 
percent  from  I965.    Shipments  to  the  EEC  have  shown  a  downward  trend  since 
the  early  1960's.    The  increased  use  of  synthetic  detergents  in  the  Ccomon 
Market  area  has  reduced  the  demand  for  tallow.    However,  the  demand  for 
tallow  in  livestock  and  poultry  feeds  and  industrial  uses  has  increased. 

U.S.  trade  in  hides  and  skins  with  the  EEC  totaled  $28. U  million  in  1966, 
down  10  percent  from  1965,  but  substantially  above  the  early  1960's.  The 
EEC  was  an  especially  strong  hide  market  during  1964-66.    Since  no  new 
restrictions  are  anticipated  and  the  duty  on  most  hides  and  skins  is  bound 
at  zero,  a  good  market  outlet  is  foreseen  for  U.S.  hides  and  skins  in  the 
future.    The  cattle  hide  deficit  within  the  EEC  is  expected  to  increase. 

U.S.  red  meat  exports  to  the  EEC  have  not  been  important.    Pork  exports 
were  heavy  in  196k  when  U.S.  production  was  high,  but  dropped  sharply  in 
1965  and  1966.    The  long  term  outlook  for  pork  sales  is  dim  because  the 
EEC  is  expected  to  become  self-STiff icient  in  the  near  future.    Beef  exports 
to  the  EEC  rose  rather  sharply  during  the  1964-66  period,  but  are  still 
minor  in  terms  of  total  exports.    Red  meat  imports  are  subject  to  Import 
levies  plus  a  20  percent  ad  valorem  duty  in  the  EEC. 

Lard  exports  to  the  Common  Market  in  I966  amounted  to  only  $692,000.  This 
was  down  sharply  fran  the  I961  high  of  $3.1  million.    The  big  drop  occiirred 
in  1965  when  available  lard  s\Q>ply  for  export  in  the  United  States  was  down. 

U.S.  exports  of  natviral  casings  to  the  six  EEC  countries  in  I966  were 
valued  at  $1.3  million.    West  Germany  waa  the  largest  outlet  for  casings, 
taking  about  half  the  shipments  in  I966.    The  export  of  casings  to  the  EEC 
has  been  declining  since  the  early  1960's.    Animal  casings  are  facing  in- 
creased cooipetition  from  artificial  casings  throughout  Europe. 

U.S.  exports  of  mohair  to  the  EEC  have  fluctuated  widely  since  I96O.  Ex- 
ports in  1966  were  valued  at  $1.14-  million,  down  sharply  from  the  $4.3  all- 
lion  in  1963*    The  EEC  accounted  for  I6  percent  of  the  total  export  market 
for  U.S.  mohair  in  I966.    The  demand  for  this  specialty  hair  varies  de- 
pending on  the  type  of  cloth  in  demand.    But,  since  no  mohair  is  produced 
in  the  EEC,  and  there  is  no  duty,  a  sizeable  market  outlet — thou^  highly 
variable—is  expected. 


Market  Outlook  in  EEC 

The  market  outlook  for  U.S.  livestock  and  meat  products  in  the  EEC  is  good 
providing  favorable  access  to  that  market  can  be  maintained.    The  EEC  is 
now  in  the  final  stages  of  implementing  the  "Coianon  Market"  principle  for 
livestock.    As  of  July  1,  1967  plans  were  ccanpleted  for  the  establishnent 
of  a  single  market  for  pigmeat.    The  formation  of  a  conmon  market  for  beef 
is  scheduled  for  April  1,  I968.    The  single  market  policy  means  that  all 
levies  and  duties  on  intra-cannunity  trade  will  be  eliminated  and  a  coamoa

external  tariff  (CXT)  established  against  third  countries.    This  will  allow 
free  moveinent  of  animals  euid  products  T>etween  member  countries  and  permit 
the  graduaJ.  movement  toward  coumion  price  levels  In  the  Cooniunlty. 

The  Conmunlty's  CXT  consists  of  two  parts — levies  and  duties.    The  current 
system  for  applying  Import  levies  on  beef  and  pigmeat  Is  not  expected  to 
change  In  any  substantial  way  when  the  CoBsnon  Market  organization  Is 
completed.    The  purpose  of  the  levy  system  Is  to  control  the  level  of  Im- 
ports In  order  to  maintain  domestic  prices  at  target  levels.  Trsuiltional 
U.S.  exports  of  variety  meats,  tallow,  hides  and  skins  and  casings  to  the 
EEC  are  not  affected  by  the  levy  system. 

The  United  States  obtained  some  duty  concessions  on  livestock  and  meat 
products  from  the  Coimnon  Market  in  the  Kennedy  Round  negotiations  which 
eire  expected  to  help  stimulate  exports.    Concessions  were  obteilned  on  some 
of  the  top  dollar  earning  byproducts.    Duty  reductions  will  be  phased  over 
a  four  year  period. 

In  toted.,  the  United  States  obtained  concessions  on  trade  in  livestock  and 
meat  products  valued  at  $70  million  in  I966  from  the  EEC.    The  range  in 
duty  reduction  was  from  20  percent  to  100  percent.    Import  duties  for 
vsLriety  meats,  where  U.S.  trade  weis  valued  at  $35  million,  were  reduced 
from  20  i)ercent  ad  valorem  to  13  percent.    The  duties  on  inedible  tallow, 
with  U.S.  trade  valued  at  $36  million,  were  reduced  from  2  i>ercent  ad 
valorem  to  free.    The  duty  on  edible  tallow,  with  U.S.  iniports  valued  at 
about  a  half  million  dolleirs,  was  reduced  frcn  10  percent  to  8  percent 
ad  valorem.    Import  duties  on  hides  and  skins  (excluding  calf,  kip,  and 
cattle  hide  pieces),  casings  and  mohair  were  previously  bound  in  GATT  at 
zero. 

The  outlook  for  increased  exports  of  variety  meats  is  favorable.  The 
most  important  breakthrough  was  the  35  percent  reduction  in  CXT  obtained  In 
the  Kennedy  Round.    The  West  German  market,  which  wa^  closed  to  U.S.  pork 
variety  meats  because  of  brucellosis,  is  now  open  to  37  states  that  quali- 
fy for  U.S.D.A.  certification.    Another  encouraging  development  is  the 
amendment  In  the  West  German  veterlnaj-y  regulations  which  will  permit  the 
Importation  of  frozen  beef  tongues. 

Italy — a  potentially  large  market — is  virtually  closed  to  U.S.  variety 
meats  due  to  veterinary  regulations.    The  Italians  will  not  permit  importa- 
tion of  U.S.  beef  offals  because  they  contend  stilbestrol  is  used  in  cattle 
feeds.    U.S.  pork  offals  are  not  accepted  because  of  trichina.    Opening  of 
this  export  market  would  be  a  big  boost  for  variety  meats. 

The  United  States  is  attempting  to  establish  a  market  for  top  quality. 
Choice  beef — mostly  loins  and  ribs — in  the  EEC  countries.    This  grade  of 
beef  produced  principally  from  grain-fed  cattle  is  not  comonly  produced 
nor  consumed  in  Europe.    There  have  been  problems  in  getting  this  product 
introduced.    In  addition  to  the  levies  and  duties,  the  main  problem  con- 
tinues to  be  sanitary  restrictions.    West  Germany — a  potentially  large 
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importer — will  not  permit  inrports  of  beef  in  less  than  -wliole  carcafises,  no 
primal  cuts.    Italy  will  not  permit  imports  of  any  beef  fed  stilbestrol. 
In  spite  of  these  problems,  there  appears  to  be  a  good  potential  market 
for  Choice  beef  in  the  better  dining  establishments  in  Europe. 


United  Kingdom 

Total  exports  of  U.S.  livestock  and  meat  products  to  the  United  Kingdc« 
during  1966  was  $U4.6  million,  down  sharply  from  the  $78  million  shown 
for  1961+.    Also,  this  ^v^n'^Hll  export  value  of  all  shipments  to  this  market 
last  year  was  the  lowest  since  the  1958  level  of  $36.2  million.    Practical  ly 
all  of  the  decline  since  was  due  to  the  drastic  drop  in  lard  shipments 

caused  by  the  sharply  reduced  domestic  slaughter  of  hogs.    The  United 
Kingdom  has  trewLLtionally  been  the  major  overseas  market  for  U.S.  lard. 

Lard  exports  to  the  United  Kingdon  during  I966  amounted  to  only  $11.6 
million  and  were  about  one  fifth  of  the  1964  figure  of  $53.8  million.  The 
U.S.  share  of  the  British  market  declined  from  89  percent  in  1964  to  55 
percent  in  I965  and  then  dropped  to  only  29  percent  in  1966.    The  actual 
share  of  the  U.K.  market  during  1966  was  probably  80o«what  higher  than  29 
percent  because  a  large  portion  of  the  Belgitm  and  Dutch  lard  sales  to  the 
United  Kingdom  stemmed  from  refining  U.S.  iniported  lard. 

Variety  meat  shipments  to  the  United  Kingdcn  continue  to  rise.    Exports  in 
1966  totaled  $l4.6  million,  up  5  percent  froa  I965.    Tallov  and  grease 
exports  amounted  to  $5.3  million,  down  from  1965,  but  veil  above  the  early 
1960*8.    Hides  and  skins  valued  at  $4.8  million  were  also  down  in  I966,  but 
have  shown  a  general  vqpward  trend.    The  United  Kingdom  has  been  a  fairly 
stefiwJy  market  for  natxiral  casings,  taking  frco  $2  to  $3  million  annually. 
Mohair  exports  in  1966  amounted  to  $5.4  million. 


Market  Outlook 

The  U.S.  share  of  the  U.K.  lard  market  is  expected  to  show  a  Bubstemtial 
improvement  in  I967  as  lard  stqpplies  are  expected  to  be  up  due  to  increased 
supplies  of  slaughter  hogs.    At  the  same  time,  the  British  dcaestic  lard 
supplies  will  be  down.    In  the  longer-rtm,  however,  U.S.  lard  will  be 
meeting  increasing  competition  in  the  U.K.  meirket  fro*  larger  siQ)plie8  in 
the  Common  Market  and  Eastern  European  countries.    Then  too,  there  has  been 
a  definite  trend  to  substitute  vegetable  oils  for  lard  in  cooking  fats  and 
margarine  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
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The  United  States  obtained  concessions  from  the  United  Klngdan  In  the 
Kennedy  Round  negotiations  which  are  expected  to  help  boost  the  already 
expanding  market  for  U.S.  veiriety  meats  in  the  United  Kingdom.    The  duty  on 
beef  offals,  including  livers,  was  reduced  from  20  percent  to  10  percent 
ad  valorem.    Severeil  other  categories  of  variety  meats,  where  the  duty 
weLS  alreeidy  zero,  were  bound  at  zero.    The  market  outlook  for  variety  meats 
is  favorable. 

The  U.K.  Board  of  Trade  has  recently  lifted  its  restrictions  on  pork  in- 
ports  frcoi  the  dollar  areas.    The  easing  in  restrictions  could  lead  to 
some  increase  in  U.S.  pork  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom.    However,  all 
pork  imports  are  still  subject  to  sanitary  restrictions.    Since  U.S.  fresh 
pork  is  not  permitted  entry  under  existing  health  regulations,  the  removal 
of  quota  restrictions  applies  only  to  fully  cooked  pork  items.    The  eradi- 
cation of  hog  cholera  in  the  United  States  wovild  open  U.K.  market  to  fresh 
pork.
